It is provided by sec. 1, chap' 107, Re- 
vised Statutes, vol. 2 470, “That a slave, 
negro, or Indian shall be a competent 
witness in a case of the Commonwealth 
for pr against a slave, negro, or Indian, 
or in a civil case to which only negroes or 
Indians are parties, but in n» other ease. 
This shall not he construed to exclude an 
Indian, in other cases, who speaks the 
English language, and understands the 
nature and obligation of the oath.” 

This statute of the State has never been 
repealed by the State Legislature.

Every attentive and philosophic reader 
of the history of the Constitution and the 
debates of the convention which framed 
it, has observed that there were two main 
theories which were prominent and pre- 
dominating in the convention. 

One was that, as each State was a Sov- 
ereignty and had- a perfect government 
already in existence, vested with the 
whole political power of their respective 
populations, and then having a compact 
between these sovereignties, that their 
delegates could not act as if the whole or 
any considerable part of that power could 
be transferred by the people themselves 
to another Government; that whatever 
powerwastobe conferred on a central 
government must be granted by the States, 
as political corporations, and that there- 
fore the principle of the Union, as exist- 
ing in the Confederation, could uot be 
changed, whatever additions to its author- 
ity it might be expedient to make, and 
therefore the federal equality of the States 
must be continued. 

The other theory was that as they were 
now making a Natioual Government the 
democratic masses of all the States should 
be represented, and that numbers should 
determine the representation in each 
House of the National Legislature; that

ified, the tenth of which declares that 
“The powers not delegated to the U nited 
States by the Constitution, nor prohibited 
by it to the States, are reserved to the 
States respectively, or to the people. ’ 

It is lamentably true that in the politi- 
cal, legislative, and judicial history of the 
country, sometimes the States, first of the 
one section and then of the other, have 
asserted a supremacy and powers wholly 
incompatible with the powers and suprem- 
acy of the Government of the United 
States, as defined in its Constitution, as 
passion, prejudice, and interest might dic- 
; tate, and then again to be followed by the 
assertion of powers and supremacy in the 
National Government, wholly inconsist- 
ent with the reserved powers and constitu- 
tional prerogatives of the States, and ut- 
j terly inconsistent with previous history 
and actions of the same party, but still in- 
I spired by that same passion, prejudice, or 
iuterest, but amid this inconsistent and in- 
congruous action of political parties, and 
legislative enactments, and State adjudi- 
cation, the Supreme Court of the United 
States, being alike the representative of 
the Federal Government and all the 
States, have nobly raised itself above this 
conflict of strife, and of prejudice, and of 
inconsistency, and stood as the mighty 
forum of impartiality, of integrity, 
of intelligence, and of justice, and of con- 
sistency, until indeed it is justly regarded 
as one of the bulwarks of our liberties. 

By its teachings and profound philoso- 
phy, and imperishable adjudications, let 
this question be tested. During the war 
of 1812 with Great Britain a body of men 
met at Hartford, Connecticut, who called

This language is so plain and simple, 
and free from confusion and complica- 
tion of subject, that it is bard to perceive 
how the logical, dispassionate, judicial 
mind could feel embarrassed or misunder- 
stand it, whatever may be the false con- 
struction placed on it by politicians at 
the “Hustings." 

Whilst not essential to show the con- 
struction placed on it by its advocates, be- 
fore it bad been submitted, and whilst un- 
der consideration by Congress, vet I will 
quote from its most distinguished advo- 
cate in the United States Senate. Mr. Sum- 
ner, Massachusetts, April 8, 1864, Con- 
gressional Globe, part 2, first session 
Thirty-eight Congress, p. 1,492-3, said: 
“But the immediate question now before 
ns is on the proposition to prohibit slavery 
by constitutional amendment; and here I 
hope to be indulged for a moment as to 
the form it should take.” 

The committee had then reported it in 
the exact language of the amendment as 
it now stands. 

Mr. Sumner then suggested the follow- 
ing as a substitute: 

“ All persons are equal before the law, 
so that no person can hold another as a 
slave: and the Congress shall have the 
power to make all laws necessary and 
proper to carry this declaration into 
effect everywhere within the L'nited States 
and the jurisdiction thereof.

follows the enumeration ot the powers ot 
Congress specified in the preceding sub- 
divisions. and declares that the Con- 
gress shall have power “to make all taws 
which shall be necessary and proper for 
carrying into execution the foregoing pow- 
ers, and all other powers vested by this 
Constitution in the Government of the 
United States, or any officer- or depart- 
ment thereof . ” Yet this has been uni- 
formly construed by the Supreme Court 
of the United States to confer no new 
power upon the Government, or Congress, 
but simply to declare the legislative power 
in it to carry out the express grants of the 
Constitution and suen as were nec- 
essarily implied therein, and noth- 
ing more, of course this sec- 
ond section of the amendment must 
have the same construction. Its whole 
meaning then is that Congress has the 
legislative authority to abolish slavery, 
nothing more. Then seeing a total want 
of constitntional authority in Congress to 
enact such laws for the regulation of the 
domestic concerns of the States, or to con- 
trol its courts or officers, in the adminis- 
tration of the State laws, it is rational to

Aud again: “This tribunal, therefore, 
was erected, and the powers of which we 
have before spoken conferred upon it, not 
by the Federal Government, but by the 
people of the States, who adopted and 
formed that Government, and conferred 
upon it all its powers, legislative, execu- 
tive, and judicial, which it now possesses. 

And again: “This judicial power wa3 
justly regarded as indispensable, not 
merely to maintain the supremacy of the 
laws of the United States, but also to guard 
the States from encroachments upon llieir 
reserved rights by the General Govern- 
ment . ." 

And in referring to the difference in the 
supremacy of the legislative aud judicial 
authorities, “in the first case it provides 
that this constitution and the laws of the 
United States, which shall be made in 
pursuance thereof, shall be the supreme 
law of the land,” and, therefore, “if it 
passed a law not authorized by its enum- 
erated powers, it was not to be regarded 
as the supreme law of the land,'' whilst, 
“the jurisdiction of its courts shall extend 
to all cases arising under this constitu- 
tion aud laws of the United States," there- 
fore, “the judicial power covers every 
legislative act of Congress, whether it be 
made within ghe limits of its delegated 
powers, or be an assumption of power 
beyond the grants in the constitution.” 
And again it most truthfully and philoso- 
phically said, “nor can it be inconsistent 
with the dignity of a sovereign State to 
observe faithfully, and in a spirit of sin- 
cerity and truth, the compact into which 
it voluntarily entered when it became a 
State of this Union. On the contrary, 



simple, significant declaration that slavery 
should no longer exist, and Congress 
should have the right to Ollorce this 
provision by appropriate legislation. 
The manifestation against Mr. Sum- 
ner’s substitute was so decided 
that he really never offered it, but suggest- 
ed in place of the amendment as reported 
by the committee a change in its lan- 
guage as follows; 

“Slavery shall not exist anywhere in 
the United States or the jurisdiction 
thereof; and the Congress shall have 
power to make all laws necessary and 
proper to carry this prohibiton into effect." 

He conceded that this was the identical 
proposition pending, as reported by the 
committee, but only a change in pharase- 
ology. He said, “this is simple and 
avoids all language which is open to ques- 
tion. The word slavery is explicit and 
describes precisely what it is proposed to 
blast." 

His objection was to the exception in 
the amendment, as reported by the com- 
mittee, as be said that might be construed 
to authorize a selling into slaver g as a 
punishment for crime. 

Its advocates proposed to do nothing 
more than to abolish slavery by constitu- 
tional amendment, and then to secure this 
beyond peradventure to confer upon Con- 
gress the power to consummate this by 
appropriate legislation. What is it that 
may be enforced by appropriate legisla- 
tion? The abolishment of slavery. When 
that is done, the full power conferred is 
exhausted.

Two young girls, one of sixteen only, ■ 
another but three years her senior, daugh- 
ters of respectable citizens in comfortable ^ 
circumstances, are the unfortunate sub- 
jects of this sad story of departure from 
home, from friends, from decency and . 
from virtue. The elder of these two vic- 
tims of waywardness, Miss Louise, is the 
daughter of a preacher: the younger, and 
less experienced and confirmed rebrobate, I 
has always had a good home with her 
father, a man of busies. The two girls 
have not been long intimately associated, i 
only for a few months past, we believe. 
The elder, a sprightly, well-educated and ; 
rather fascinating girl, has been longer 
under the bane of evil influences than her 
younger companion, had, in fact, been led 
astray before the two became well ac- | 
quainted. 

The story told now, is that the younger 
girl, Mollie, was the most forward of a 
circle of young girls of good families, 
who are looked upon by young men of their 
acquaintance as unusually bold and wild 
in behavior, for girls of their age. The 
facts are those : On the 23d of May last, 
in the absence of Louisa's father from 
the city, the two planned to escape from 
their home, and enter a house of evil 
fame! They arrived at this determination 
after much deliberation, for they had 
been talking of it, at times, for weeks. I 
The spirit of lewd ness and wickedness I 
seemed to have taken full possession of 
them. They encouraged each other in 
their conspiracy against their own wel- j 
fare, by talking over repeatedly and mag- | 
uitying to large porportions the petty [ 
grievances of their home life, until they 
had convinced themselves and each other 
that each was a sadly abused younj; wo- 
man, and that their only meaas of hap- 
piness was to be found in a life 
of shame. They had planned to do | 
thus and so on the 23d of May — but were 
frustrated. The elder girl had made an ' 
understanding with a wealthy young man, 
and had confided to him their little plans | 
for future happiness. When this young ! 
gentleman studied over the affair in a 
cool condition of mind he came to the 
conclusion that for his own safety he had 
better break the engagement and apprise I 
the father of his daughter's intentions. 
He did this, and thus was the plan 
spoiled. The would-be runaways could j 
not secure their clothing. However, they 
soon concluded to leave without their : 
clothing, and in the course of two or three 
days their bed-rooms were found vacant 
when breakfast was announced. 

The elder girl had made arrangements ' 
that secured them admittance to several | 
houses, in their efforts to avoid discovery 
by their parents and the officers who were 
set upon their track. They went to sev- ! 
eral bad houses of the first class — on Sixth, 
Third and Sycamore streets; sleeping 
here and eating there, taking breakfast in 
one house, dinner iu another and sapper 
at a third — always moving, in their deter 
mined efforts to escape from all restraint. 
They made a trip to Louisville, stopping 
at a notorious house conducted by Jennie 
Laws. While there, last Sunday, they 
received warning from one of their asso- 
ciates here, by telegraph, that detectives 
were going to Louisville and Indianapo- 
lis in search of them. 

Concluding that they would be safer un- 
der cover in Cincinnati while the hunt 
was elsewhere, they immediately returned j 
here, stopping at a Third street house. 
They were discovered, however, by an ac- 
quaintance, who informed their parents 
that they had returned.

The younger girl was taken out by her 
father and committed to the House of 
Refuge. The other was liberated last 
evening, being nineteen years of age. She 
is probably irreclaimable.

PETERSBURG, June 7. 

The l’tesident aud party arrived at 7 
o'clock this evening on their return to 
Washington, having been escorted from 
Jarett s depot to Petersburg by Mayor 
Coliier and a committee of (lie City Coun- 
cil. The Mayor renewed the tender of the 
hospitalities of the city to the President.
